Having spoken above of bread, and the 
price now paid for it, 1 may as well say a 
lew words upou wine, that camarade du 
yiasn, as the l''rciicli term it, aud which is 
regarded in this country as one of the pri- 
mary necessities of life. Now by wine in 
France is meant generally and ptir excel- 
Uiicr, not those luxurious specimens of 
till' article the consumption of which is 
likened to “drinking gold, " but that pre- 
cious cin du table, which, in a liquid 
shape, is just a.s much our “daily bread’’ 
as the preparut'oii of (lour and water, 
which goes by the fame name. 'I he pro- 
duction of this really household god is al- 
most wholly coutiiicd to F' ranee. Many 
other countries furiiiih wines, some strong, 
some sweet, which we “taste’’ with pleas- 
uie; hardly any other country wines which 
we maybe sa'd emph'Atically to “drink.’’ 
And it is perhaps tor this vary reason 
that the French are osseaiially a sob/ir 
people, because their use of “wine'’ is 
regular and habitual, a matter of daily 
oci-urreiiee at every meal, generally with 
wii'er; and in which, ns a rule, they 
scarcely think of exceeding, more than 
in the use of bread. It is thus that France 
t.ns becomo, iu an agricultural sense, an 
immense vincyaiA tint of her I'lg'ity- 
iiit e departments, eighty-one are largely 
devoted lo vine culiivulion. Her present 
production is estniiuted at fifty million of 
l.ei'tolities, or about one hundred nnd 
thirty five litres (or quart#' per head of 
her population; and the quantity might, 
it is ns.'^erti 1, be easily doubled, 
or trebled, if demanded. Even under 
the present system of cultivation, 
which is extremely careless and imper- 
fect, except ill the case of the raw wines 
— the vine y ields a belter return than al- 
most any other kind of produce, varying 
as much a.s from 20 to even 21)0 or more 
htctoliltis the hectare (of’2! acres). What 
is more, it succeeds as well, lor the own- 
ers, on a small as on a large scale. F'or 
the returns show that Ihe 2 or “J iiiillioiis 
of l.ectares under vine cultiviitioii in 
Fiance are divided among very nearly the 
.'iim.e iiumher of proprietors, thus making 
the average holding only about one hec- 
tare apiece, and yet in almost every case 
tbe owners of such property do well. The 
value of the wine jirodiictiou in France 
IH variously estimated. I see it stated in 
the official report of the late Ex- 
hibition at 7.50 millions of francs.

Tbe question of tbe tax ou whis- 
ky and the admiaistralion of the inspec- 
tion law are of such a grievous character 
aa to call forth the remonstrance and pro- 
test of dealers and distillers, hence 
merchants and all others interested 
in the matter are requested to meet 
at the Board of Trade rooms Mon- 
day next at 12^ o'clock. 

I he question of a coal supply for the 
winter is again in tbe miuds of all, as s-jri- 
ous apprehensions are entertained that no 
rise sufficient will occur from the late 
rains to start out the coal fleets from the 
headwaters of the Ohio, owing to the 
quick and sharp change of weather to in- 
tense cold so speedily following the re- 
cent rains.
